The band started

penntrnts raised themselves in their 
saddles and waved the pendants.

FRANCE, Wednesday, Nov. 7.—The 
first three American soldiers killed In 
the trenches in Franoc tonight are 
sleeping in French soil, honored by 
the American army and the people 
and army of France.

With a guard of French infantry- 


men In their picturesque uniforms of 
red and horizon blue standing on one 
side and a detachment of American 
soldiers on the other, the /lag wrap- 
ped caskets were lowered into the 
grave as a bugler blew taps and the 
batteries at the front fired minute 
guns. 


FRENCH OFFICERS TRIBUTE 


As the minute guns went off the 


French officer commanding the div- 
ision in this section paid tribute to 
the fallen 
Americans. 
His words, 


which were punctuated by the roar 
of the guns and the whistle of shells, 
touched both the French and Ameri- 
cans. 
In conclusion, the French of- 


ficer said: 


"Jn the name »t the
